3.  To  elect  one  Assessor  who  shall  serve  for  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  one  member  of  the  board  of  three  trustees 
who  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  trust  funds  of  the  Town,  to 
serve  for  three  years. 

5.  To  elect  one  Sewer  Commissioner  who  shall  serve  for 
three  years. 

6.  To  elect  one  Water  Commissioner  who  shall  serve  for 
three  years. 

7.  To  vote  by  ballot  upon  the  following  question  in  the 
same  manner  as  ballots  are  cast  for  the  election  of  town  officers : 

Shall  the  town  purchase,  construct,  manage,  maintain  and 
own  a  system  of  main  drains  and  common  sewers  substantially  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  heretofore  approved  by  the  state  board 
of  health,  and  issue  therefor  not  exceeding  $365,000.00  bonds  of  the 
town  either  to  the  United  States  or  to  others  payable  within  twenty 
years  from  their  date,  and  apply  for  and  accept  such  grant  or 
grants  as  the  United  States  may  make  for  such  projects  and  make 
such  agreements  as  may  be  required  in  connection  with  such 
grants? 

8.  To  chose  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Fiske  Free  Library  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  one  member  to 
serve  for  one  year. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  choose  or  appoint  a  committee 
of  citizens  to  act  as  a  Committee  of  Finance,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  investigate  all  proposed  appropriations,  previous  to  next 
Town  Meeting  and  report  their  recommendations  at  said  meeting.

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REPORT    OF    LIBRARY   TRUSTEES 

.  During  the  year  1934  we  have  sent  out  80,252  volumes  of 
which  22,384  were  from  the  childrens'  room.  There  has  been  a 
drop  in  adult  fiction  and  in  the  children's  department  due  largely 
to  the  fact  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  supply  the  demand  for 
books.  These  figures  do  not  take  into  account  the  number  of 
volumes  used  here  for  reference  and  not  taken  from  the  building. 
There  has  been  a  noticeable  increase  in  reference  work.  More 
religious  books  were  read  and  there  has  been  the  same  interest 
in  books  on  government  and  social  questions.  We  have  borrowed 
from  the  State  Library,  Manchester,  and  the  College  Library  at 
Hanover  many  books  which  we  were  unable  to  supply  ourselves. 
The  State  Library  is  becoming  of  more. and  more  service  to  librar- 
ians and  individuals  throughout  the  State.  Through  the  Library 
Commission  it  has  been  possible  for  us  to  have  ERA  workers  for 
a  good  part  of  the  year.  The  Commission  gives  invaluable  help 
to  libraries  and  should  have  the  wholehearted  support  of  our  rep- 
resentatives at  Concord. 

In  looking  over  the  Biennial  report  we  note  that  our  library 
with  a  smaller  force  and  appropriation  than  others  of  our  size 
is  sending  out  as  many  and  sometimes  more  books. 

To  keep  the  work  anywhere  near  the  usual  standard  means 
more  work  for  those  in  charge. 

865  books  have  been  added  of  which  253  were  given.  This  does 
not  include  all  received  from  the  Book  Drive,  many  of  which  were 
put  in  circulation  without  accessioning.  The  total  number  of 
books  received  from  the  Drive  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Civics 
Committee  of  the  Womans'  Club  was  430.  Many  magazines  were 
given  which  have  been  used  both  for  circulation  and  for  scrap 
books.    We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  them  again. 

In  October  the  Dramatic  Club  put  on  three  one-act  plays  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Library  which  netted  $40.39.  About  twenty 
books  were  purchased  with  the  money.  Here  again  we  wish  to 
express  our  thanks. 

The  Monday  Reading  Club  has  given  us  several  new  books 
during  the  year. 

We  have  sent  books  to  the  Hospital,  The  Frances  Tolles  Home, 
The  County  Home,  and  there  have  been  deposits  in  several  school 
rooms.  A  Hospital  collection  should  be  very  carefully  selected  and 
it  has  been  hard  to  find  suitable  books. 

During  Childrens'  Book  Week  we  had  on  display  an  exhibit  of 
attractive  children's  books  from  the  Carolyn  Stoughton  Bookshop 
supplemented  with  a  few  of  our  own.     Lists  of  recent  Children's 
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books  and  a  Hobby  list  were  also  distributed.

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  summer  school  of 
the  Public  Library  Commission  which  held  its  14th  annual  session 
here  from  July  23rd  to  August  4th.  About  30  students  were  en- 
rolled from  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  Sessions  were  held  at 
the  High  School  with  both  the  public  and  school  libraries  available 
for  practice  work.

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CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  number  of  calls  received  by  the  Central  Fire  Station  during 
the  twelve  months  ending  January  31,  1935,  set  a  new  high  with  a 
total  of  351.  The  number  of  bell  alarms,  14,  was  somewhat  less 
than  last  year,  but  still  calls  totaling  337,  twenty  more  than  during 
the  previous  twelve  months,  served  to  increase  the  figure  to  a 
new  all-time  record.  Many  of  these  still  calls  were  for  incipient 
blazes  which  save  for  prompt  notification  and  equally  prompt 
response  might  easily  have  developed  into  serious  conflagrations.

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HYDRANTS 

No  new  hydrants  have  been  added  to  the  town  system  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  Two  hydrants,  however,  have  been  re- 
placed, one  at  the  corner  of  Broad  and  Tremont  streets  and  one 
at  the  corner  of  Main  and  Sullivan  streets.  In  each  instance  six- 
inch  pipe  has  been  used  instead  of  the  former  four-inch  size, 
providing  greater  efficiency  and  more  adequate  protection. 

FIRE    ALARM    SYSTEM 

No  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  during  the  past 
year.  There  has  been  installed,  however,  a  new  rectifier  and 
battery  system,  and  it  has  been  found  advisable  in  the  interests 
of  economy  and  efficiency  to  install  electric  supervision  equipment 
to  make  its  operation  automatic  and  eliminate  all  danger  of  dis- 
rupted service,  due  to  accident  or  other  emergency.  Such  equip- 
ment can  be  purchased  for  a  moderate  sum  and  I  believe  it 
necessary  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Aside  from  the  above,  I  have  no  recommendations  to  make 
as  to  purchase  of  additional  equipment  or  apparatus.  The  com- 
munity has  been  fortunate  during  the  past  twelve  months  in 
experiencing  a  fire  loss  well  below  the  average,  a  record  in  which 
the  department  and  the  townspeople  may  well  take  pride.  Some 
splendid  work  along  educational  lines  has  been  carried  on  among 
the  children  by  school  authorities  and  teachers.  Citizens  as  a 
whole  have  shown  excellent  cooperation  both  in  reporting  minor 
blazes  promptly  and  in  reducing  fire  hazards  in  homes  and  busi- 
ness establishments,  while  the  telephone  company  and  its  employees 
have,  as  always,  rendered  invaluable  aid.  I  am  very  grateful 
for  this  cooperation  and  for  the  fine  work  and  spirit  of  loyalty 
which  has  at  all  times  marked  the  conduct  of  department  members.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  would  recommend  this  year  that  the  Town  purchase  a  light 
cer  or  motorcycle,  preferably  a  car  as  it  could  be  used  for  the 
twelve  months  of  the  year,  to  patrol  the  roads  in  our  Town. 
Automobile  accidents  this  year  resulted  in  41  persons  injured  and 
4  persons  killed.  Some  attempt  should  be  made  to  reduce  the 
number  of  accidents.  It  would  be  impossible  to  use  our  present 
car  to  patrol  the  roads  and  at  the  same  time  have  it  available 
at  the  station  to  answer  emergency  calls. 

Also,  that  two  full  time  police  officers  be  added  to  the  force. 
One  man  to  operate  the  patrol  car  or  motorcycle,  and  the  other 
to  be  on  day  duty  in  the  Lower  Village  section  of  the  Town.  A 
police  officer  is  needed  very  much  in  this  part  of  Claremont. 

REMARKS 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  this  past  year  in  the 
Police  Dept.  Two  full  time  officers  were  added  to  the  force,  an 
Emergency  car  was  purchased,  all  of  the  cell  doors  were  strength- 
ened, a  new  system  of  keeping  records,  a  hold-up  alarm  installed 
on  the  fire  alarm  circuit,  an  insurance  fund  started  for  the  Officers, 
and  with  the  Fire  Dept.  a  special  fund  for  needy  children. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  thank  all  of  the  Officers  for  the  cooper- 
ation they  have  given  me  this  past  year,  and  to  the  public  in 
general  for  the  interest  they  are  showing  in  the  improvement 
of  the  Police  Dept. 

It  is  indeed  an  inspiration  to  the  Officers  and  myself  to  feel 
that  the  public  is  interested  in  our  Department,  and  the  growing 
interest  that  people  are  having  in  the  improvement  of  local  police 
work.

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HEALTH  OFFICERS  REPORT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

From  year  to  year  you  have  been  presented  with  statements 
of  the  improvement  in  both  the  morbidity  and  mortality  record 
from  communicable  diseases,  brought  about  through  the  mediums 
of  preventive  medicine  and  public  health  measures. 

The  victories  of  medicine  and  community  protection  against 
some  diseases  throughout  the  country  is  well  known;  typhoid 
fever  has  been  almost  entirely  eliminated;  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  are  now  considered  under  control;  the  infant  death  rate  has 
been  cut  in  half  in  the  last  quarter  century;  the  mortality  rate 
in  tuberculosis  has  shown  a  remarkable  decline  and  the  improve- 
ment in  handling  this  disease  is  a  wonderful  tribute  to  those  who 
have  labored  in  this  field  of  medicine,  to  the  health  organizations 
in  helping  educate  the  public  in  the  treatment  and  care  of  this 
disease.  It  is  a  fact,  however,  that  notwithstanding  the  great 
advances  in  medicine  and  public  health  protection,  the  American 
people  are  not  as  healthy  as  they  have  a  right  to  be.  Many  of  them 
are  suffering  from  disease  and  many  die  annually  from  causes 
that  are  preventable  through  the  use  of  existing  scientific  knowl- 
edge and  the  application  of  common  social  sense. 

The  future  program  should  be  better  health  education  for  the 
people;  better  health  service;  better  contact  with  the  medical 
profession,  so  there  will  be  more  thorough  understanding  by  the 
public  of  the  great  importance  of  this  health  work. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  activities  of  the  health  de- 
partment of  Claremont  for  the  year  just  ended. 

Except  for  an  epidemic  of  measles  during  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  Claremont  has  been  remarkably  free  from  contagious 
diseases,  and  has  established  a  new  low  record,  both  in  the 
morbidity  and  mortality  rates  in  the  list  of  so-called  reportable 
diseases.

Besides  the  regular  clinic  service  conducted  by  Dr.  Robert 
Kerr  of  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Ass'n.,  a  schedule  of  follow  up 
and  instructive  service  is  maintained  by  the  staff  nurse,  more  fre- 
quent home  visits  being  required  for  active  cases,  and  less  frequent 
for  suspicious  and  arrested  cases. 

Despite  approximately  28  per  cent  reduction  in  income  from 
the  Christmas  Seal  Sale,  the  sole  support  of  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis 
Association,  the  work  has  been  carried  on  through  reduction  in 
compensation  and  stringent  economy. 

The  N.  H.  Tuberculosis  Ass'n.  appreciates  and  thanks  the  people 
of  Claremont  for  their  loyal  support.

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MATERNITY 

Division  of  Maternity,  Infant  Welfare  and  Hygiene  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  under  the  local  supervision  of  Miss  Elizabeth 
H.  Carriel,  State  Public  Health  Nurse. 

This  division,  in  addition  to  the  regular  routine  work,  has 
under  the  provision  of  Child  Recovery  Program  in  N.  H.  examined 
and  fitted  with  glasses,  five  children  of  pre-school  age;  also  twelve 
pre-school  children  were  cared  for  at  the  Claremont  General  hos- 
pital for  tonilectomy  operations. 

This  division  has  plans  under  way  to  conduct  a  series  of  dental 
clinics  in  Claremont,  for  the  benefit  of  those  in  need  of  dental 
service. 

DIPHTHERIA 

The  campaign  against  diphtheria  carried  on  here  since  1924, 
has  been  successful,  as  proven  by  the  steady  decline  from  year 
to  year  in  the  number  of  cases  and  in  the  death  rate,  and  that 
for  the  last  three  years  not  a  case  of  diphtheria  has  been  reported 
in  Claremont,  a  record  that  we  believe  cannot  be  equaled  in  any 
town  of  this  size  in  the  State  or  even  in  New  England.  Free 
immunization  treatments  have  been  given  to  children  of  pre-school 
age,  as  well  as  to  school  children,  after  consent  had  been  obtained 
from  the  parents.  Most  parents  have  come  to  realize  the  import- 
ance of  these  treatments  in  safeguarding  the  lives  of  their  children, 
and  it  is  by  their  cooperation  during  these  past  ten  years,  that 
has  made  it  possible  for  all  of  us  to  be  living  today  in  a  town 
from  which  diphtheria  has  been  practically  eliminated. 

The  toxoid,  or  toxin-antitoxin  treatments  are  simple  and  harm- 
less and  quickly  given.  It  takes  a  few  months  for  protection  to 
develop,  then  you  can  be  certain  that  your  children  are  safe 
and  need  never  fear  diphtheria. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION 

The  routine  inspection  of  markets,  grocery  stores,  bakeries, 
hotels,  restaurants,  fruit  and  confectionery  stores  was  carried  on 
as  usual.  The  majority  of  these  establishments  are  careful  in 
observing  the  sanitary  regulations  governing  the  display  and  sale 
of  food  products  so  as  to  conform  with  requirements  of  the  Federal 
and  State  Pure  Food  Laws. 

Fifteen  samples  of  water,  from  private  wells  and  springs  and 
including   the   Grannis   public   water   system   at  West   Claremont, 
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have  been  sent  to  the  State  Laboratory  for  a  clinical  analysis 
during  the  year. 

Unsanitary  sewage  disposal,  as  in  past  years,  has  been  the 
source  of  numerous  complaints,  some  of  which  are  impossible 
to  adjust,  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  some  localities  conditions  are 
such  that  a  sanitary  disposal  of  sewage  is  not  possible  there.  The 
worst  as  well  as  the  most  annoying  of  this  class  of  nuisance,  is  the 
result  of  connecting  sewer  pipes  into  the  street  drains  as  has 
been  done  to  some  extent  in  certain  sections.  These  street  drains 
are  designed  to  take  surface  water  only,  are  built  with  open 
manholes  at  frequent  intervals  along  a  street,  making  them 
absolutely  unfit  for  carrying  any  sewage,  and  to  use  them  for 
this  purpose  constitutes  the  most  unsanitary  practice  conceivable. 

These  conditions,  bad  as  they  are,  are  bound  to  continue,  a 
nuisanee  and  a  menace  to  health,  until  a  public  system  of  sewage 
disposal  is  adopted. 

I  desire  at  this  time  to  extend  thanks  to  the  physicians  of 
Claremont  and  to  the  nurses  connected  with  the  several  health 
units  here  who  have  given  assistance  and  cooperation  in  carrying 
on  the  local  health  work.

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REPORT   OF   MILK   INSPECTOR 

For  the  Year  Ending   February   1,   1935 


Milk  inspection  has  been  carried  on  this  past  year  about  the 
seme  as  usual.  About  three  hundred  visits  and  inspections  have 
been  made  to  dairy  farms  and  stores.  No  cattle  have  been  found 
tubercular  supplying  milk  to  the  C'aremont  district.  Some  cattle 
have  been  found  infected  with  mastitis  and  removed.  A  few  cattle 
have  reacted  to  the  Bang's  disease  and  have  been  removed. 

We  have  two  pasteurization  plants  and  two  "Grade  A"  produc- 
ers and  about  eighty  other  licenses  have  been  issued  to  farmers 
and  stores. 

Samples  of  milk  have  been  taken  and  sent  to  Concord  with 
very  pleasing  results. 

There  have  been  no  milk  borne  diseases  in  Claremont  traced 
to  our  supply  this  year.  That  is  a  fine  tribute  to  the  milk  producers. 
It  shows  that  they  are  trying  to  give  the  people  a  clean,  healthy 
miik  and  are  succeeding  in  their  efforts. 

Let  us  all  work  together,  the  public,  the  dairymen  and  inspector 
for  a  perfect  supply  for  Claremont.  I  am  sure  the  producers  and 
inspector  will  be  very  pleased,  if  anyone  finds  anything  wrong  with 
the  milk  if  they  will  notify  us,  and  that  every  effort  will  be  made 
to  correct  the  fault.  No  one  person  can  get  results  alone,  but  all 
together  we  may  reach  near  perfection.
